Some Police Theories. 


State's Attorney Turner declared to- 


day that he will not close the investi- 
gation p£ Mrs. Woodill's death until 
he is convinced that every tangible 
clue has been followed out. If neces- 
sary he says he would employ assist- 
ance and ask the co-operation of the 
Baltimore police. The latter, however, 
adhere to the theory that it was East- 
man who committed the deed. 
De- 


tective Captain Humphrey, of Balti- 
more, in an interview today explained 
his theory in detail. He believes that 
despite 
Eastman's declaration that 


Mrs. Woodill was a new acquaintance, 
that the two were old friends, and 
that the woman was killed from mo- 
tives of jealousy, when, after postpon- 
ing her departure to join her husband, 
she finally declared she was 
going 


back to her. home in Los Angeles, Cal. 
Down here, where Mrs. Woodill lived 
as a girl, the neighbors of her foster 
father, and old Col. Thompson himself, 
hold the theory that the girl 
was 


killed in repulsing Eastman's advances. 


Letter Adds to Mystery. 


The mystery seemed far from being 


really cleared up today, and one of 
the clues yet to be run down Is locat- 
Jas the men who were to visit East- 


man's bungalow the night of June 16. 
This letter, found in Eastman's bunga- 
low and addressed to "Roberts," as he 
was known, was as follows: 


Eastman, Md., June 1C, 1909. 


Dear Roberts:

Get 
there about 12:40, but must leave 
after looking the place over.

Eastman and Woman Quarreled. 
There may have been a party at the 


bungalow prio rto the arrival of Mrs. 
Woodill there on the 19th and this 
fact may have given Eastman this Idea 
for an explanation of the crime if it 
should turn out t-hat these declara- 
tions are false.

was learned today, heard Mr. East- 
man and MrsrfrWoodlll quarreling as 
they drove from Royal Oak station, 
where he met her Saturday last, to 
the wharf at McDaniel, where she was 
seen for the last time alive entering a 
motor boat with Eastman. 


Graveyard* Shut to Murderer. 


Without ceremony and in the most 


unostentatious' man-.ier 
possible 
the 


body of Eastman was buried this aft- 
ernoon at the expense of Talbot coun- 
ty. 
The farm near Bozeman, where 


Eastman had made his home, during 
his brief stay 'in this county, and in 
the bungalow of which the 
murder 


took place, was the scene of burial. 
No church would permit the body of 
the suicide to be buried- within ' its 
graveyard, and the authorities 
were 


forced to seek a resting place for it on 
the farm -of the man himself. Already 
the bungalow, from being a Mecca for 
curiosity . seekers, is shunned. • -People 
dread even to drive by it, and no one 
.is willing to visit the place alone.

Newark, N. J., June 26.— Evidence 


that Leon Ling brought the trunk con- 
taining the body of Elsie Sigel to this 
city on the day 'after she disappeared 
and attempted to- leave it In a Chinese 
restaurant here, has been discovered. 
Leon was not allowed to do so and em- 
ployed a:hackman to carry him and the 
trunk back to Leon's room in New 
York city. • 


This information was obtained from 


Li Sing, a Chinese waiter in the res- 
taurant conducted by Sam Halmer, at 
64 Market street, this city, and from 
James Halstead, the hack driver em- 
ployed by Leon. Li Sing told the po- 
lice- that Leon brought the trunk to 
the restaurant at 2 a. m., June 10, and 
asked Li if he could leave It there for 
two days.. until he found a place to put 
it. Li refused permission, but told the 
police he did not know, the contents 
o'f the trunk. 


Driver Corroborates Story. 


Li allowed Leon to leave the trunk 


in the restaurant until noon, however. 
when Leon returned with Halstead and 
took 'it away. Li stated that he knew 
Leon and that Leon called -to see him 
two days' prior to June 10, but did not 
mention Elsie Sigel. 


Halstead corroborated Li's story as 


to the- 'removal of the trunk from the 
Newark restaurant.- Halstead said the 
trunk was so heavy that he asked Leon 
what it contained and was told it held 
only clothing. The driver snid he drove 
Leon 
and the 
trunk to a place on 


Eighth a.venue, between 48th and -19th 
streets. . New York city. This corres- 
ponds to the location of Leon's room. 
where the trunk Was found. The po- 
lice believe Leon was trying to find a 
hiding place for the trunk and was 
unable to do so.

Briefly stated, -the Taft plan Imposes 


a tax of 2 per cent upon the net earn- 
ings of every corporation, joint stock 
company, or association organized for 
profit and having a capital stock rep- 
resented by shares, and every Insur- 
ance company, organized under the 
laws of the United States or of any 
state, territory, sr district, or organ- 
ized under the laws of any foreign 
country and engaged In business with- 
in the United States. 


Every latitude Is given to concerns 


subject to the tax for the exemption 
of expenses, cost of maintenance, the 
depreciation of property, debts and the 
Interest thereon, other forms of taxa- 
tion and all expenditures usually tak- 
en from earnings' accounts. Every 
corporation 'also Is given an exemp- 
tion of $5.000 of earnings before the 
tax shall apply. 


All of the machinery relating to the 


collection, remission, and refund of 
Internal revenue taxes Is made ap- 
plicable to the corporation tax, and 
the responsibility for the enforcement 
of the proposed law rests with the 
commissioner of Internal revenue In 
the same manner as other Internal 
taxes. 


While the corporations are required 


to .supply information ot a most In- 
timate character relating to their busi- 
ness, provialqn Is made to safeguard 
them against wrongful use of data ob- 
tained for the purpose of assessing the 
tax. 
Penalties are provided In cases 


of false or fraudulent returns.

Practically every character of In- 


corporated Institution, organized for 
profit Is brought .within the provisions 
of the corporation tax. The provision 
defining the concerns from which the 
tax will be collected Is as follows: 


"That every corporation, joint stock 


company, or association, organized for 
profit and having a capital stock rep- 
resented by shares, and every Insur- 
ance company organized under the 
laws of the United States or of any 
state or territory, or under th? acts of 
congress applicable to Alaska- or the 
District of Columbia, or organized un- 
der the laws of any foreign country 
and engaged in business in any state 
or territory ot the United States or 'n 
Alaska, or In the District of Colum- 
bia, shall be subject to pay annually 
a special tax with respect to the car- 
rying on or doing business by such 
corporation, joint, stock company, or

during such year, exclusive of amounts 
received by it as dividends upon stock

laws of any foreign country, upon the 
amount of net Income over and above 
$5,000, received by it from business

His disposition to buck seems to be 
derived from his natural disinclination to submit to 
the rule and government of those whp seek to tame 
his turbulent spirits and limit his freedom to the dally 
grind ot useful purposes. 
Some horses buck from 


fear, others from sudden grievances; but a majority 


buck from pure vlciousness,

which buck for the fun of 
it. Whatever 
their purpose 


may be, the result of their 
actions produces a deal of 
excitement for the rider 
who may elect to bust him. 
There Is a vast element of 
danger In the occupation of 
broncho busting, and tho 
hospital records and death 
rolls which have resulted 
from the efforts of man to 
subdue the wild spirits of 
the western pony are mute 
testimony to the vlciousness

"Circumstantial evidence is good evidence, 
and if the case is complete and follows the 
rules of law properly prescribed in other re- 
spects it holds no more danger for the Inno- 
cent man than direct statements. It has been 
said that circumstantial evidence is superior 
to direct evidence, because it does not admit 
of perjury; that circumstances cannot lie, 
but witnesses may. 
This distinction is, I 


think, falsely emphasized. 
There Is no such 


weight in favor of circumstantial evidence. A 
circumstance must be presented to the jury 
through witnesses. And are not the -witnesses 
•till open to the same suspicion of perjury? 


"It may be said with truth, however, that 


witnesses are somewhat less likely to commit 
perjury or to be honestly mistaken concern- 
ing e. simple circumstance than concerning a 
complicated story presented through direct 
testimony. All evidence, of whatsoever kind, 
depends chiefly upon the reliability of tho 
witnesses and the care with which the 'rules 
of law are applied by the Court.

their duties with better balance and to Judge 
more fairly of all evidence. They will then

A sovereign govern- 
ment keeps a watchful eye upon him, ready co claim 
its own for the uses of justice if nature should wji-h- 
liqld its hand—if h« shall regain-a normal relation to 
the.community in the view of the law. 


Those who know him now say that, tbat vigilance' 


ran have no result other than rue routine completion 
of official entries. They say Kobert Cnlflweil's next, 
summons will be from no earthly tribunal. .His'long- 
est journey at present. Is from IMS bed lo an arm 
chair: his only pleasure-is rhn weekly visit-of his 
daughter., the one friend left liim. His.only .'occupa- 
tion is to sit and look, with gaze fixed-Car away—on 
what? Who shall say wli.-it Jfobnrt <Jaldwcll see's.? • 


Tliis is the wreck of a mighty imagination. 


. Alienists found him an interesting problem after his 
aecay into bis present condition. He'was a more 
profoundly absorbing mjfe be/ore to the philosopher.. 
•The development of latent potentialities at eompara- 
'Mvely advanced age is a fairly familiar phenomenon. 
The world has bad its artists, its writers, its orators. 
Its helpers in all lines who have offered little bint of 
their gifts until they passed iiito the period of pray 
hairs. But there are few instances of the sudden 
growth of an astounding imagination out of R medi- 
ocre mind Hint had never given the slightest indication 
of the presence of a single trait out o£ a workaday 
groove. 


.Kobert Caldwell was an ordinary person until he 


was well luto middle life. 
He was a commercial 


traveller for a milling firm, a north of Ireland immi- 
grant, a bookkeeper, a. club steward, well set up, 
rather imposing, grave, .intelligent, but wholly a 
dweller on the common level. A friend tbat. worked 
with him for years describes him as painfully punc- 
tilious in small things, precise, laborious, of average 
truthfulness, coming early and going late, a faithful 
employe. He gained some measure of success in tlie 
concern he served, apparently was pointed tor a dull, 
cane, comfortable existence. 
Life went well with 


him. 


Then came the "twist" in bis brain, as the man who 


now has charge of him calls it, wbich means that im- 
agination cauie to life In i.iini. If be had taken a slight- 
ly different course in its manifestation-it shou'd have 
:heant something for Culdwpl) and-for the race. A 
trite thought, perhaps. Any clever'rogue affonJs..ma- 
terial for some such observation every day. 
But it 


comes with inevitable force in considering the case 
of Kobert Caitiwcll. so singularly futile for bimself 
and for others was the form that his "twist" took. His 
new power nev?r brought him anything hut notoriety, 
nor any one else anything but wasted time. 


The "Twist." 


Perhaps Ihst helps to explain the white, silent figure 


on Ward's Island. Xlie imagination awoke crippled. It 
was tjot a genuine Imagination, but a "twist."

For this there Is th? "tremble" exer- 


cise, and. easy as It may spem. it Is In 
reality one of the most difficult to ac- 
complish. It consists merely In relax- 
ing all the muscles, first ot the arms, 
and then ot :he limbs, and shaking 
them as when one trembles. The least 
stiffness ot any of the muscles entirely 
prevents any good, and 
learning to 


relax Is, in itself, an art. To tell how. 
it-Is done Is impossible, although there 
Is no. doubt that drawing a good deep 
breath and exhaling assists In letting 
SO. if a persons will allow the cords 
to loosen simultaneously.. That 
ac- 


complished, it remains only to "trem- 
ble." And the more easily one can do 
it, the more graceful will she become.

paper and that this is easily scratched 
and once ^injured the scar is difficult 
to obliterate. In time it will grow out 
and disappear, ot course, unless the 
hurt is deep and-repeated frequently,- 
in which case nails finally are irre- 
parably damaged. This fact all must 
bear In mind when attempting "to- man- 
icure.

No work should'ever be done on the 


nails until they first have been soaked 
in warm soapy 
water.

Always after this method of remov-

Cold cream or, better still, vaseline 
should always be applied at night if 
the cuticle is to T>e kept in the best " 
condition.

Jefferson City, Mo.. June 26.—Prefer- 


ring death on the gallows to any further 
confinement in prison, William Murphy, 
who 1ms served only seven months of a. 
twenty-five year sentence to the state 
penitentiary,' confessed today that iig had 
murdered six persons. He iias convinced 
the prison officials that lie Is telling th 
truth about at least four of ihe killings. 
The list of Murphy's nomicides aie as 
follows: 


Baby at Leavenworth. 
Roy Ibes, a butcher, at St. Joseph. 
Joe Warden, Old Mexico.- 
Red McMintery, St. Joseph. 
Missouri Pacific fireman. St. Joseph. 
Charles Vance, St. Joseph. 
Nothing is known yet of the murder of 


the baby at Leavenworth, Kan., or of Jfie 
Warden in Old Mexico. 


Letter Believed Ruse. 


Last Saturday night the prison officials 


intercepted a letter 
Murphy had 
ad- 


dressed to his wife In St. Joseph, in whic! 
admissions were made concerning five 
of the murders. The letter contained 
mention of the murder of Charles Vance 
a boy about 8 years old, who Murphy nov 
says, was his nephew. Little attention 
was paid to the letter at first, as ruse 
of this kind on the part of long term 
convicts are common.

.a'.ked with Murphy. At flrst he denied 
all knowledge of the letter, but later 
admitted he had written it and said he 
was inspired to write by the hope that he 
would be taken out of prison and be 
ranged. 
He said he was tired of his 


ong life of crime ana as he could not 
possibly live out his sentence he wished 
to die as soon as possible. 


Connor, one of the oldest and shrewd- 


est officers at the prison, was inclined 
to think the story ought to be investi- 
gated.

This evening he received reply 


that the murders actually hod been com- 
mitted and up to the present had re- 
mained mysteries. The police-chief said 
he would gather all information possible 
and come here to aid in the investigation.

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FULTON MEMORIAL WILL BE A $3,000,000 WATERGATE 


Ambitious Scheme of Monument 'Association Provides for Tomb, Buildings and Long Piers from Riverside Drive to Hudson River:—Mr. Guggenheim on the 


Purpose and Plans. 
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[Special Correspondence.]

New York. June 26.—A Watergate 


where distinguished visitor* to this 
country may be welcomed and at the 
lame time a memorial to the inventor 
of the steamboat, to be erected at a 
coat or 13,000,000—this la the ambl- 
tloua scheme of the men who make up 
the Robert Fulton Monument associa- 
tion, and their names are a tuarajHee 
that their plans will be realized. 


Provisional specifications have been 


prepared and the leading architects of 
this country will present designs lor 
the'memorial. A wide latitude will be 
given these men. but in a general way 
It is prooosed to have the tomb of 
Pulton at the summit of the slt« se- 
locted. from 114th to 116th street and 
from Riverside Drive to the river. 
There will be a scries of terraces to 
the water edge, with long piers where 
the visitors to this country may come, 
ana at one side of the monument will 
be a nautical museum and on the oth- 
er side a large reception room, where 
official and semi-official functions can 
be held. 


The city and state have granted to 


the association the two blocks along 
the Hudson river and riparian rights 
thereto. Cornelius Vandcrbllt Is pres- 
ident of the association and the other 
officers are: Dr. Samuel L. Clemens, 
vice 
president: Richard 
Delaneld, 


treasurer: Isaac Guggenheim, chair- 
man of the finance committee:. Wil- 
liam H. Fletcher, secretary: Colonel 
H. O. S. Helstand. chairman of the 
executive committee, and R. Fulton 
Cutting, chairman of the auditing com- 
mittee. 
Many of the leading men of 


the country' are members of the ex- 
ecutive and general committees and 
the association has Its headquarters 
at No. 3 Park row. 


So far there has been no public ap- 


peal for money, and to Mr. Guggen- 
heim, as chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, has devolved the task of rais- 
ing the funds necessary to carry on 
the preliminary work. 
To get the 


money to r>iy for the preliminary com- 
petition, which calls for plans that do 
not require complete and extensive de- 
tail, but which will supply drawings 
from which a number may be chosen 
for the final and detailed competition, 
Mr. Guggenheim decided to write to 
twenty-five patriotic citizens and ask 
each of them to contribute 51,000 each.

Up to the present 
time the expenses ot. the association 
have 'been about 
$30,000, and

WHAT IS A GOOD DAIRY COW? 


This Can Be Determined Only 


by the Quality and Quantity 


of Her Milk Production. 


BY HEKHY STEWAKT. 


The pail is indeed the only true 


criterion of the large milker and or 
the big butter producer. One of the 
most instructive exhibits In my collec- 
tion of dairy facts is a number of life 
portraits of great milkers and butter 
cows: but It would puzzle any good 
judge of such cows to select .the 
champion cow out of the lot of over 
llfty portraits. 


A heifer coming fresh in June would 


havo the best opportunity of making 
a good udder, and of course the better 
the form or yielding ability of Hie 
udder the more the cow would be 
likely to develop into a good milker. 
The first year of a. cow's life will 
almost surely make or mar the future 
of the animal. But It is not sufficient 
alone, for a cow is growing In form 
and ability to milk at least four years. 
I have known cows neglected for even 
three years after that ago to make 
most' excellent milkers, improving as 


as well as being born. It is well known 
that calves may be brought to milk 
when a few months old by the mere 
massage of udder, which stimulates its 
growth and premature development. 


Then it may be reasonably hoped 


that the calf of a superior milker may 
be made to succeed the dam in this 
way by the stimulation of the natural 
function by massage. 
I have proved 


the great value of this treatment in 
the training of calves and at the same 
time in the value of training in the 
way of culture of the appetite and the 
ability to digest ample rations of rich 
food.

Bowel troubles-arc generally caused 
iy errors In feeding. " 
Success attends only the breeder who 
akes the utmost pains in selecting his 
lock. 
Many people try to raise more sheep 
han they can take care of. It is better 
o raise a few sheep well than a good 
many poorly. 


Evenness of wool depends upon even- 


ness of conditions in the sheep. 


Tho great thing is to give every lamb 
good start. This can only be done 


with the dam in perfect condition. The 
ewes should be fed twice a day for a 
'ew weeks before lambing on a little 
hay chaff and one pound of crushec 
oats, with pulped roots added.

Delicious Radishes of Unusual 


Size the Result of Carefu* 


Experiments* 


About three years ago the United 


States Department of Agriculture in- 
troduced a new radish from Japan, 
which immediately made its way aa 
something both striking and valuable. 
It is an enormous white-skinned radish 
with leaves two and three feet long. 
The seed looks like that of the com- 
mon radish, only considerably larger. 
This radish is known by several name*, 
the most common of which is Sakura- 
jima. 


H is claimed to reach the weight ol 


thirty pounds in Japan. The heaviest 
one they were able to grow at the 
Rhode Island station weighed eighteen 
pounds, and in various tests with seed 
secured from various places it aver- 
aged fifteen pounds, which made a 
pretty good sized radish. 


H grows about a foot and a half long, 


and about eighteen inches through. Its 
leathery skin is easily removed, reveal- 
ing beneath a crystal whiteness, very 
solid, and in texture like an extremely 
fine apple. It tastes like our earliest 
radishes of the highest quality. 
It 


has the rare merit of being free from 
rankness or biting character even la 
tho heat of summer or fall. It nevee 
grows corky or pithy and grows equal-. 
ly well In every kind of soli. 


The Sakurajlma may be eaten In 


many ways. 
It is sliced and eaten 


raw, or may bo boiled and served very 
much as we cook turnips; in China 
and Japan it is sliced and sprinkled 
with salt and allowed to stand for 
about twenty-four hours, then washed 
and served. The leaves also are edible. 
They may be cooked as greens, are far 
more delicate than kale, and are finer 
for this purpose than any of the well- 
known greens used In different portion* 
of tho country. 


Unlike tho smaller members of tha 


great radish family, Sakurajlma Is at 
its best in the summer time, when all 
other early radishes have become un- 
eatable. Pulled the last of November, 
after several hard freezes, it proved 
sweet and palatable.

It i 
due to carelessness in the barn.

died right it does not produce this un 
desirable result

In keeping it free from undeslrabl 
odors and bacteria after it has left th 
cow's udder. 


If the silage is cleaned up every da 


there, will be no trouble of this kin< 
Do not Jeave a trail or it from the doo 
of the feed room clear through the 
stable and do not leave a lot of it Just 
out of the reach of the cows. 


Where tt is within their reach it 


will be cleaned «p. but we cannot ex- 
pect them to do more.

cow has shown no. special excellence 
cither as a milker or as a. butter pro- 
ducer, until accident has brought out 
the dormant natural ability.

Peaches are more liable to rot in 


damp and muggy weather than when 
cool and dry. Some varieties are more 
subject to rot than others. That all 
varieties with fuzz on them are less 
liable to rot than the smoother va- 
rieties does not agree with, my experi- 
ence. 


Neither can correct conclusion, be 


drawn from one or two seasons' ex- 
perience, .for soil, location, fertiliza- 
tion and culture are also factors in 
the rot problem. Fruit on a rankly 
grown tree Is rrsnch more subject to 
rot than on one more moderately 
grown. Tct I think the weather has 
more to do with it than any one factor. 
One year all our early peaches. were 
quite subject to rot, while the next year 
there was very little rot. Yet with un- 
favorable weather Champions were 
practically a total loss, Crosby, Stump 
and late varieties practically free, I 
do not think tho matter of fuzz vs'. rot 
worth considering as a factor in set- 
ting an orchard, except people do not 
wish to buy fuzz. 


In regard'to hardiness of bud, a good 


frost peach well grown will stand more 
cold than any other peach tree we ever 
had on our grounds. And varieties 
o£ the frost type (i£ I may call them 
so), Crosby, Pratt's, Hill's Chili, etc., 
are more hardy in bud than many other 
varieties, especially of tho Crawford 
class, but with the varieties of the 
Chinese type, which bear young and 
liavo a hardy bud, what little hardi- 
ness, i£ any, the fuzzy varieties pos- 
sess above them is much more than 
offset by their failings.—H. Mead, Mas- 
sachusetts. 


BUCKWHEAT FOR POULTRY 


Buckwheat is the best grain crop 


that we have ever tried to furnish a 
foraging ground tor poultry. 


I sow it late in July and allow the 


chickens and turkeys to hardest it. 
They arc all the better for the exercise 
and the only cost is for the seed and 
work of preparing the soil and sow- 
ing it. 


Late in last July I sowed about one 


acre where the chickens and turkeys 
could havo free access. They began 
to work on It as soon as the grains 
were filled and havo been at work on 
It for nearly two months. 


If it is trampled down on the ground 


the grains will not damage unless it Is 
warm enough to sprout them. Buck- 
wheat will lie on the ground all win- 
ter and grow in the spring. 


A buckwheat stubble makes an ex- 


cellent feeding ground for poultry dur- 
ing pleasant days throughout the fall 
and winlcr season and the poultry en- 
joy the exercise. 


Our hens, pullets and September- 


hatched chickens are all in fine condi- 
tion, largely due to the buckwheat to 
which they have free access. 


The plan of allowing them to harvest 


the buckwheat saves trouble of feed 
ing and it also teaches them to depend 
upon their own efforts to obtain their 
food.

A CONCRETE CISTERN CROWN 


To build a form of wood for a con-< 


crate cistern crown would be rather 
expensive, but one made like the -one 
shown in tho pen sketch • Is really 
cheaper than where the crown is mads 
of stone or brick. In a great many 
places a cistern may be made without 
walling up, 'just simply cut out the 
desired shape and cemented to tha 
earth. For a cistern of this type an 
offset of six or eight feet about three, 
feet from the surface of the surround- 
ing soil should be made upon which to 
start the crown. Also cisterns that are. 
already walled may have new concrete 
crowns put on. 


As shown in the sketch, a platform 


should be made of two-inch lumber 
just even with top of wall. This plat- 
form should fit close up • to the .wall ' 
and should be perfectly tight except 
an opening in the center twenty inches 


square.- This should be boxed up, let* 
ting tho box extend a little above tha 
ground. 


The space around the box may then 


be filled with wet fine sand, as shown 
in sketch; then start directly upon the 
wall with concrete made o£ one part 
Portland cement, two parts good, clean, 
sharp sand and three parts coarsa 
gravel or crushed stone. Mix the sand 
and cement together dry, moisten tha 
stones or gravel, then mix with the 
cement and sand; then add water until 
mixture is the consistency of still mor- 
tar, 
and 


Put on four or five inches thick 
smooth with wooden float; let 


stand about two weeks, then open a 
hole in the platform, which should bo 
previously arranged, and let the sand 
run out into the cistern. The platform 
may then be torn to pieces and handed 
out. Tho sand may then be drawn out 
with a rope and bucket. A crown made 
of concrete will never need any re- 
pairing.—J. Wesley Griffin, "Warsaw, Ky.
